REMARKS 



The Notice of Allowance mailed by the Examiner on 
September 28, 2001 indicated that Claims 8 and 19-20 were 
pending and allowed. However, Applicants point out that claims 
9 and 10 had never been canceled and are therefore still pending 
in the instant application. By the above amendment, Claim 9 
has been canceled without prejudice and Claim 10 amended to 
change the dependency to depend from Claim 8 . After entry of 
the amendments, Claims 8, 10 and 19-20 will remain pending and 
unde r c ons i de r a t i on .
